Stuart was a partner of Famattl- 


coch &"Co., oil merchants at Batoum. 
Although^ holding only ttie rank of 
vice consul he was the head of the 
'American consulate there. Tinder the 
new consular bill passed this year a 
regular consul will be appointed. 


The state department this morning 


received a dispatch from Ambassadoi 
Von Meyer at St. Petersburg, stating 
that he had been informed by the 
British consul at Batoum that Stuart 
had been murdered. No details were 
given, however. The state, depart- 
ment will not for the present, sen<l 
. any_jnessage__of mquiry,_^Jbeliexgi., 


Von Meyeif wtlTs'Sfid the details as 
soon as they are procurable. 
""Should it develop that the Russian 


government was in -any way responsi- 
ble for the crime, by failing to pro- 
videp roper protection, for Stuart, due 
representations will be made by the 
state department through Von Meyer 
to the Russia foreign office. 


Stuart was appointed to his official 


position May 4, 1904. The post is r 
minor one in the American consular 
service to which there is no salary at- 
tached, the incumbent being paid in 
fees.

chaiit of Bagdad, named Abou 
Casen, -who was famous for 
bis avarice. Although lie wns 


irtt-y.rich, nil the clothes lie -wore -were 
patched and mended in many places 
end his turbau, wade of ooar«e linen, 
iwai so greasy and dirty that it was 
Impossible to tell what its original 
color had been. , 


Hut the moat surprising part of his

The lishcrmen, furious both with the 
miser and his slippers, thought to 
throw them back to him by his open 
window. And, bPiug thrown by a vig- 
orous arm, the slippers fell back among 
the vials of rose water ranged along 
his sbehes, so that the vials were all 
broken, and the miser's recently pur- 
chased rose v>aler was lost.

BIG RAILWAY TERMINAL 


OONVENIEHOE THE 
MAIN IDEA 


New Bnllillnit Will Be 80 


That the He«t Po»lble Service Can 
B«- Obtained—Coinpnre* With Skr- 
•craper* It -Will lie Low, 1>nt Im- 
prenlTe—General Waiting Room to 
Be a Giant. 


Plans for the new Pennsylvania rail- 


road station in New York city have 
been perfected, and a description of 
the great building and its surround- 
ings has been issued by the company. 
Although the station structure whep 
contrasted with its skyscraper neigh- 
bors will appear low, its scope and 
architecture will make it impressive—a 
wide departure from the conventional 
railway station, sajs the New- York 
Herald. 


The exterior construction is to be of 


pink Milford granite, similar to the 
building stone of the Boston Public li- 
brary, the University club in New 
York, the courthouse in Pittsburg and 
the Chamber of Commerce in Cincin- 
nati. 


The main entrance, according to the 


plans, \v ill be in the center of the Struc- 
ture in Seventh avenue, opposite the 
intercepted end of Thirty-second street 
This will be for foot passengers only, 
and from the street entrance to the 
stairway to the main waiting room 
there will extend an arcade 225 feet 
long and 45 feet wide, flanked by 
shops, which will be occupied by mer- 
chants whose wares will appeal espe- 
cially to the requirements of travelers. 
On either side of the Seventh avenue 
entrance there will also be a series" of 
stores. At the further end of the ar 
cade the restaurant, lunchrooms and 
the cafe will be established, with prop- 
er kitchens and service connections. 
Beyond will be the general waiting 
room and the concourse, all easy'of- ac- 
cess by convenient stairways. 
Apart 


from the main entrance there are ojher 
convenient entrances for foot passen- 
gers from the street level to the gen- 
eral waiting room and concourse from 
both the streets and the avenues. At 
a central point in both streets wide 
bridges leading into the 'street floor of 
the station span the carriage subway. 


The general waiting room, the largest 


of Its kind in the world—320 feet long, 
110 feet wide and 150 feet high—is the 
central section of the plan. Adjoining 
the general waiting room on the'wesl 
are two subsidiary waiting rooms, 
by 100 feet, respectively for men and 
women, provided with seats and open- 
ing into retiring rooms, with lavatories 
attached. 


To the east of the general waiting 


room the main baggage room, with 450 
feet of frontage for the use of the trans 
fer wagons, is located, covering the full 
area occupied'by the1 arcade and res- 
taurants on the plane above. The bag 
gage is delivered and taken away 
through a special subway thirty feet 
wide, extending under and along 'the 
entire length of Thirty-first street and 
Seventh and Eighth avenues 
From 


the baggage room trunks are delivered 
to the tracks below by motor trucks 
and elevators. The cab stands wil 
also occupy this level. There Will be 
maintained an ample service of electric 
vehicles of varying capacities to meet 
the requirements of travelers. 


Parallel to and connecting with the 


main waiting room by a wide thorough 
fare and west of the subsidiary wait 
ing rooms is the concourse, a covered 
assembling place over 100 feet wide 
extending the entire width of the sia 
tlon and "under the adjoining streets 
This may be termed the vestibule to 
the tracks, as two sets of stairs de 
scend from it to each of the train plat 
forms on the track level. The con 
course and adjacent areas are open to 
the tracks, forming a courtyard 340 
feet wide by 210 feet broad, roofed bj 
a lofty train shed of iron and glass 
similar in design to the famous train 
sheds of the new stations in Frank 
fort and Dresden, Germany. In addi 
tion to the Entrances to the concourse 
from the waiting room, there are also 
direct approaches from Thirty-first and 
Thirty-third streets and Eighth avenue 


The third level, which is at a depth 


below the surface of the street cor 
responding to the height of a four story 
building, is the track level. "When the 
two tracks emerge from the tubes uu 
der the Hudson and reach the entrance 
to the station yards at Tenth avenue 
they begin to multiply, and at Xinth 
avenue and extending into the station 
the total number has grown to twenty 
one. There is also a reduction in the 
number of tracks* leading out of the 
station to the east to a total of foui 
for the main line, two passing uudei 
Thirty-second and two under Thirty 
third street, and thence under the Eas 
river to the Ix>ng Island City yards 
The track surface of the station may 
l>e compared to two unfolded fans join 
cd together at the open ends, the ban 
dte of one extending under the Hud«=cn 
and that of the other under the Ea? 
rirer. Witiic the station area, cover 
3nz twonty-five acres of ground spare 
there are sixteen mites of tracks. Thl 
trackage area will afford ample facili 
ties for easy movement of many bun 
dr*«d trains a day by electric power. 


Through trains from the western sid» 


of the Hudfon after discharging 
senders will proceed at once to Ixrag 
Island City, -where the train yards anr 
terminals -will be located, thus leaving 
th** station trarks clear of any 
ecmipmpnt, and lik»wi<a> tb« 
through trains mad«- up at the 
Teland r!*y terminal will pa«s through 
(he Nation, stopping only to take n| 
their quota of passengers.

resolutions expressing the joy of Nor- 
wegians in America over the dissolu- 
tion of the union with Sweden and 
their hearty congratulations for the 
king, the queen, the crown prince and 
the entire people/ 


"Aside from Mr. Gade the members 


of the deputation are Paul O. Stens- 
land, chairman; Dr. Niles T. Quales, 
vice chairman; Dr. Anders Doe, secre- 
tary; Olaf B. Ray and Adolph Opsted. 
It will be the duty of the chairman to 
present the resolutions 
to Premier 


Mickelsen. 


Definite plans for the trip to the 


mother country and the programme 
while there have not yet jbeen made. 
The nmin body of the deputation will 
leave Chicago on May 22 and sail from 
New /"York on the Belftg Olav on May 
24* arriving on June *4 in Cbrlstiania. 
Mr.' Stensland will not sail from New 
York until June 2, and the consul will 
Veave Chicago on June 7. 


The six men will meet In Chrjstianla 


and proceed together to Trondhjem, 
pausing on the way to-pay-their re- 
spects to Bjornstjerne Bjornson, the 
nbet and dramatist, at bis country seat, 
Aulestad, in Gudbrandsdalen. 
They 


will also visit Gerhar> Gade, Consul 
Gade'a father, at Frogner, his estate 
near Christismia. 


The Chicagoans will present .Bjorn- 


son with a large silk A'merican flag let- 
tered In-gold. During tHe festivities 
following the coronation Mr. Stensland 
will.give a banquet to the members of 
the Norwegian ministry and the mu- 
nicipal officials in the Grand hotel. 
Further than this tfie . definite pro- 
gramme is not arranged. 


Norwegian-Americans are proud of

The words have not yet been se- 
lected. A contest is being held, and 
all of the Norwegian poets in the Unit- 
ed States have contributed verse to go 
•with the music. . A committee has been 
appointed to select the poem that will 
give the setting. The members are: 
Consul Gade, chairman; Dr. Thomas 
Warloe, John Benson, Eifail Biorn, Dr. 
Anders Doe, Professor Julius Olsen of 
the University of Wisconsin. Abraham 
Abrahamsen, president of the Norwe- 
gian National league of Chicago, and 
Nicolay Grevstad, editor of Scandina- 
ven. 


When this is finally arranged designs 
for a cover, title page and heavy mar- 
ginal decorations will be prepared by 
Emil Biorn, the artist, assisted by 
Henry Tolzien and Ben Blessun. The 
^hole will then be engraved on steel 
and a print made on vellum. It will be 
bound in leather and provided with a 
handsome leather case. In this shape 
it will be presented at court

PLANTS FOR A GARDEN. 


How 
With 
Little 
Expenne 
Dark 


Places Can Be Made Beautiful. 


The national council of horticulture, 


through its press committee, discussing 
good plants for a garden of annuals, 
says: 


"There are places around many 


homes that look dark and vacant all 
summer when at little expense they 
can be transformed into places beauti- 
ful to look upon. The easiest way to 
decorate these lonesome spots is by 
growing some of the easily cared for 
annuals. 


"Of the tall growing annual plants 


the cosmos, nicotianas and cleomes are 
-among the most deservedly popular. 
The better way to plant these is be- 
tween scattered shrubbery, although 
they can be used in beds. Cosmos 
blooms in the fall. It grows gracefully 
to the height of five feet, spreading out 
rich green feathery foliage, and bears 
an abundance of delicately colored sin- 
gle flowers on long stems. It is well 
suited for cutting. It may be planted 
close to some unsightly building or 
fence and will form au excellent screen 
if trained against a support. 
The 


young growths should be pulled gently 
to the supporting piece of wood and 
fastened with short pieces of rubber 
or cloth. 


,_ "The nicotianas are useful In obtain- 
ing subtropical effects. Their rich .foli- 
age and numerous sweet scented tuber- 
ous flowers make them very decora- 
tive. Xicotiana sylvestris grows from 
four to five feet high and bears great 
numbers of pure white flowers. * >'ico- 
tiana sanderae is three to four feet 
high with n«-b carmine flowers. 


"Cleome pungcns is useful between 


shrubbery along fences.

County-Suicides to Avoid Arrest- Monneil's Denial

Cleveland, O., May 21.—Cleveland 


operators who are interested in the 
reopening of the mines in Jefferson 
county and othei points in the vicinity 
of 3teubenville declared their belief 
that the mines will be put in operation 
without the expected clash between 
the strikers and the detectives and 
other nonunion employes of the oper- 
ators. President T. E. Young of the 
Ohio operators of the Pittsburg vein 
said that while his mines are not in- 
cluded in those to be opened, he was 
familiar with the situation and he saw 
nothing to indicate trouble. He de- 
clared that reports concerning a pos- 
sible conflict between the mmeis' or- 
ganization and the employes of the op- 
erators had been exaggeiated, and fur- 
ther that many of the miners lune 
been anxious to accept the offei of the 
operators but have been pre\ented by 
President Mitchell of the United Mine 
Workers from doing so. 


Steubenville, 
O., May 21 —Two 


more carloads of nonunion men weie 
brought into the neighborhood of the 
United States Coal companj s Plum 
Run mines.* An attempt will be made 
to open the mines and run them non- 
union. No trouble was experienced by 
the men or the mine officials, although 
the strikers stood about in a sullen at- 
titude. Another lot of nonunion men 
are expected. 
All the new arrivals 


are closely guarded by deputies, of 
which there are about 50 at the mines 
The mine workers remain firm in 
their refusal to return to work, and 
mass meetings were held throughout 
the eastern Ohio district.

Root Assures the Latin-Americans of 


Uncle Sam's Friendship. 


DOES NOT COVET THEIR LAND 


President Raima's 
Inauguration 
at 


Havana a Notable Event — Liberals 
Decide to Take No Part In the Cere- 
monies—Enthusiastic Celebration of 
Anniversary of Independence. 


Washington, May 21.—At the Cuban 


Jegation, the fourth anniversary of the 
Independence 
of f the 
island 
was 


celebrated at a banquet given by Min- 
ister Quesada, the guests including 
Secretary Root, Senator Foraker, Ad- 
miral Schley and the diplomatic rep- 
resentatives of the various American 
republics. Some interesting declara- 
tions of sentiment were made not only 
concerning Cuba, but also regarding 
the relations of all the American re- 
publics. Mr. Quesada in & brief speech 
told of the services rendered by the 
United States to Cuba and the latter's 
recognition of what this government 
had done for the island and its people. 


Secretary Root described his visit 


to Cuba four years ago when arrang- 
ing for the transfer of the sovereignty 
from the military authority of the 
United States to the new republic. He 
also discussed the coming Pan-Ameri- 
can conference at Rio de Janeiro and 
his prospective visit <o South Amer- 
iofi.. Primarily, he said, it was to en- 
able him to get better Acquainted with 
those countries, and he hoped that it 
would result in a better understanding 
by them of the"United States and by 
the United States of them. Secretary 
Root said that the United States had 
no desire for qjie inch of the territory 
of any of them, and the example ot 
the policy carried out toward Cuba, he 
thought, should be taken as evidence 
of this government's disinterested 
policy in desiring to promote better re- 
lations with all the iatin-AmericSn 
countries and to help them in their 
progress. 


TAKES THE OATH. 


President Palma 
Duly Inaugurated. 


Liberals Stay Away. 


Havana, May 21.—President Palma 


was inaugurated in the presence of 
the diplomatic corps, cabinet officers, 
senators, congressmen, judges, heads 
of departments and the representa- 
tives of economic, agricultural and 
commercial associations. None of the 
Liberal members of congress attend- 
ed. The inauguration ceremony" took 
place'iatTie<r'ed>-saloai of the palace. 
The oath of office was administered 
by the chief justice of tlie supreme 
court in front of a dais on which we're 
seated eight supreme 'judges and 11 
court officials. President Palma, who 
appeared to be in the best of health, 
entered the salon as the bell was 
striking the noon hour. The guns of

cheers of the crowd outside and the 
music of the bands playing the Cuban 
national anthem.

Trade With Australasia. 


Washington, May 21. — A report 


made public by the department of 
commerce and labor says: Trade be- 
tween the United States and British 
Australasia in the fiscal year 1905 
aggregated $38,000.000, against $34.-

000 in 1900 and $14,000,000 in 1895.

The assem- 
bly hall will be equipped with a stage 
large enough to accommodate 100 pu- 
pils. 


West of the lobby, on the main floor, 


will be the principal's reception room, 
private office and fireproof vault. To 
the east of the lobby will be the rest 
rooms for the teachers, one for the 
men teachers and one for the women. 


The building will have eighteen large 


class rooms, which will be lighted on 
two sides—on the one side from tbe 
street and on the other from a large 
area. In the front of the building on 
each floor will be tbe laboratories. The 
gymnasium will he 48 by 112 feet.

will he two stories high, the second 
story being used for the running track.

FRISCO'S FIRE HEROES.

"We will never be able to (five any 


kind of u description approaching ac- 
curacy of the terrible scenes during the 
earthquake and for the three day« fol- 
lowing. As soon as possible after the 
shake I ascertained tlmt .-ill niy family 
was uninjured. Then commenced our 
fight with (lie lire, which lasted amid 
harrowing and nerve rack lug s( ones fur 
fifty-two hours without intermission. 


"It tool; two liremen to hold the ho«e 


while two more bheljered them with a 
wet blanket. And many, many times 
we would lie down iu tlic sutler and 
roll in the water, but it would not he 
two minutes till we were perfectly drj 
again. Our coats fell from our back". 
Rubber <onts lasted no length of time 
at all. Our caps were burned or baked 
on our heads. Our feet were blistered 
by the heat on the rubber boots. Yet 
every man fought on for flfly-two 
hours, when ordinarily a two hours' 
fight will exhaust a man 
The doctors 


and nurses wont up and down the line 
and injected strychnine into us. so we 
could go on. And one volunteer citi- 
zen, who had good judgment, went up 
and .down the line with a sack aud 
dipped it in the gutter, then applied it 
to the back of our necks. Many times 
were we trapped by the fire and could 
not get the horses to our engines, but 
always the citizens volunteered and 
pulled them out for us. Tbe horses 
were exhausted also and could not pull 
the engines at times. One place In 
particular, up a steep hill, we put a 
rope on tbe engine and about 300 peo- 
ple got hold and dragged horses, engine 
and all up the bill. We had over hnlf 
of our hose burned. And many of the 
men were deftrious at times. We had 
no conception of time, and when I 
came to make out my report I called, 
my men in to help, and while one 
would be positive that a certain tiling 
took place at 8 o'clock in the morning 
another would swear it was at 11 
o'clock at night. It was as bright as 
day at all times. You can imagine how 
we fought, for we all loved San Fran- 
cisco, and to see her go .up in smoke 
nearly broke our hearts."

She has been 
awarded a Carnegie medal for saving 
the life of. her companion, Harry E. 
Schoeuhut, also of Philadelphia, at the 
risk of her own by sucking the poison 
from a rattlesnake's bite on his arm, 
says the Philadelphia Public Ledger. 


The "hero commission" in session the 


other day in Pittsburg formally award- 
ed the medal to the pretty young wo- 
man and prepared a formal acknowl- 
edgment of her remarkable bravery. 


When told that she had been honored 


by tbe Carnegie commission Miss Ernst 
said: 


"We were walking in a grove near 


the clubhouse at Porter's lake last sum- 
mer searching for birch bark. 
Mr. 


Schoenhut, who was a short distance- 
in front of me, staggered and fell. A 
rattlesnake had bitten his right arm. 
I cut away his sleeve, but the arm was 
already black, and a large sac had 
formed. I tried to suck the blood, but 
it wouldn't flow, so I cut his arm with 
my penknife'and sucked all the poison 
out. He wiggled so that I swallowed 
a mouthful myself. 
I succeeded in 


getting him to the clubhouse, where I 
gave him nearly a quart of whisky. 
He was all right in a few days, but I 
was ill a week because of the poison 
I had swallowed. My lip was cut at 
tbe time, aud the doctors cannot un- 
derstand why I was not poisoned. 
I did not see the snake myself, but 
Mr. Schoenhut said it was a big one. 
He heard the rattle, but thought it was 
a locust. I nin glad I did it, for the 
doctors said he certainly would ba\e 
died."
